News 





Import statistics covering perfume materials are now 
issued by the Chlemical Divisions of the Department 
of Commerce and Tariff Commission. 

Strikes in the Belgian iron and steel industries and in 
the textile mills have lessened the demand for chem- 
icals and prices have declined materially. 

Steady increase in the quantity of coal-tar intermediates 
in U. S. Bonded Warehouse is reported, with a jump 
of 200,000 pounds in July. 

Problems in the fixation of nitrogen will be discussed 
by the American Electrochemical Society at the meet- 
ing, Sept. 23 to 26, at Signal Mountain Inn, Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn. 

Sulfuric acid is to be manufactured in Bratislava, 
Czecho-slovakia, by Nobel Dynamite Works, accord- 
ing to Commercal Attache James F. Hodgson. The 
company operates a sugar refinery, and will use the 
acid in that department. 


Markets 


Industrial chemical prices fairly well maintained. Formic 
acid advances. Potash carbonate very active and firm. 
White ammonium chloride firm, gray weak. Potash 
alum very firm. 

Benzene and other light oil distillates remain unchanged 
in price, due to improved industrial demand. Phenol 
lower. Cresylic acid unchanged. Pyridine quiet. In- 
termediate demand shows slight improvement. Para- 
nitroaniline firmer. 

Vegetable oils steady. 
rapeseed oils firm. 
and fats strong. 
in large volume. 

Trading fn fine chemicals showed some improvement 
over the week but buying has not increased to such 
an extent as to affect prices. 

Buying in crude drugs continues spasmodic, but several 
large orders have been placed and the general tone is 
better. Aloes are higher, lycopodium remains firm 
and ergot continues to advance.

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THE STRUGGLE FOR DYE MARKETS 


In a review of the dye situation in the United 
States the Tariff Commission draws attention to 
the coming contest for the world’s markets and 
points out advantages possessed by Germany in 
being able to consolidate leading manufacturing 
interests and thereby reduce costs of production, 
while in the United States such consolidations are 
prohibited by anti-trust laws. Selling and purchas- 
ing forees are duplicated here, whereas in Germany 
they are being reduced and the number of high 
priced officials is being gradually cut down, elimin- 
ating much of the overhead that must be figured in 
the cost of dyes. Unless American manufacturers 
can eliminate expenses to correspond with these 
reductions in German costs many dyes that are 
complex and costly cannot be sold in foreign mar- 
kets in competition with German products. 

Availability of raw materials, efficiency of labor, 
ability to maintain large staffs for research, good 
technical service, ample capital, and capable sell- 
ing organizations composed of men familiar with 
the application of colors are important details upon 
which success will rest. It is creditable to the 
American industry that leading manufacturers 
have shown willingness to expend large sums in 
research work, the investment in this line having 
been $2,000,000 in 1924 and $25,000,000 during the 
period 1917 to 1924. The large companies have the 
necessary capital to survive the contest, but smaller 
companies are likely to be eliminated in the fierce 
strife for trade. Even Switzerland, though rank- 
ing next to Germany in international dye business, 
will feel the strain because of her lack of raw ma- 
terials in the country, being obliged to import a 
majority of the products needed. At the present 
time German and Swiss colors still are being im- 
ported heavily by American consuming industries 
— to the reduction in the tariff in September 
ast. 





BARGAINS IN CHEMICALS 

Many chemicals are selling at prices that more 
truly represent bargains than many of the numer- 
ous suits and overcoats recently unloaded on the 
public at the ‘‘ Midsummer Clearance Sales’’ and 
the ‘‘ Advance Sales of Fall and Winter Wear.”’ 
It would naturally be expected that consumers of 
these chemicals, who are always anxious to pur- 
chase some of their requirements of clothing or 











cigarettes when prices are down, would likewise 
take advantage of these low prices. 

Copper sulfate can be bought at prices entirely 
out of line with the price of copper and, as Eu- 
rope’s surplus supply of copper is reported about 
exhausted, leading factors are of the opinion that 
the domestic producers will be the only source of 
supply within a few months. They will immediate- 
ly attempt to advance the price to a point where it 
will be commensurate with the metal market. The 
old way of figuring the cost of sulfate was one- 
quarter of the price of copper plus two dollars per 
100 pounds for conversion charges; this should 
make the price of sulfate today about $5.75 per 
100 pounds. 

Barium chloride and carbonate are at a low- 
point due to the fight among foreign producers. 
This will not keep up forever, so why not cover a 
few months’ requirements? Aji present prices, 
bottom must be very nearly reached, but if it is 
not, additional purchases on the next decline will 
give altogether a low average cost for future con- 
sumption. 

Ammonium chloride was a bargain for a long 
time, but buyers were timid and were apparently 
of the opinion that foreign makers would continue 
to give their material away indefinitely. It has 
now firmed up considerably and buying is more 
active. Chemicals, like anything else, look weakest 
when they are cheapest, but appearances are de- 
ceiving. 





ESSENTIAL OIL STATISTICS 


Changes in the method of gathering statistics of 
the essential oil industry in recent years make it 
difficult to estimate the gain or loss. Previous to 
1921 the Census Bureau included establishments 
reporting products valued at less than $5,000. In 
1921 and 1923 these statistics were omitted in or- 
der to reduce the cost of the work. The change in 
method resulted in a reduction in the number of 
plants equal to about 26 per cent. The Bureau 
says that plants employing 99.4 per cent. of the 
wage earners and making 99.7 per cent. of the 
products valued their output at more than $5,000. 
This would indicate only a slight allowance ne- 
cessary in comparing the figures of the 1923 census 
with previous years since 1914, but it causes con- 
fusion. 

A distinction is made between establishments de- 
voted solely to the manufacture of essential oils and 


plants which make them as subsidiary products. 
A decrease in number of wage earners does not 
necessarily mean less production because machin- 
ery of modern type may have been installed and 
made it possible to actually increase the output 
with fewer workers. On the other hand an in- 
crease in the number of workers may be due to 
shorter working hours, and have no bearing on the 
question of production. The statistics seem to 
mean greater concentration, better mechanical fa- 
cilities and slow but steady improvement, bearing 
in mind that the period from 1919 to 1921 was when 
business was greatly depressed and that previous 
to that there was great industrial activity in all 
lines. 





The steady demand for chemicals in the glass 
industry is a matter of comment in the trade, but 
very few manufacturers of the products used in 
making glass, know why the industry is free from 
strikes and the consequent periods of depression 
which mark other consuming lines from textiles 
to paper. When the independent glass makers, who 
use non-union labor, began a price war, about two 
years ago, they absorbed the business of the fac- 
tories employing union labor until a shut-down 
seemed inevitable. Facing the problem of un-em- 
ployment the union leaders sent men into the states 
where glass works are most numerous, investigated 
the situation, and laid the facts before the men who 
voted to accept a 40 per cent. reduction in wages 
in order that the manufacturers might keep the fac- 
tories open and the men employed at living wages. 
With the reduction accepted by the glass workers, 
voluntarily, ‘conditions were stabilized and ex- 
tremes avoided. 





The dye import statistics, have been enlarged by 
the addition of products in the Tariff Act of 1922, 
which are listed under paragraphs 1, 5, 23 and 61, 
where the rate of duty varies considerably, both 
specific and ad valorem. <A few acids, citric, oxalic, 
tartaric and formic, are not given because imports 
of these products are included in the Monthly Sum- 
mary of Foreign Commerce of the United States. 
The Chemical Divisions of the Department of Com- 
merce and Tariff Commission are broadening the 
scope of their work constantly and making the re- 
ports of practical value to manufacturers with 
whom the chiefs of these divisions are in touch at 
all times. The inclusion in the report of perfume 
materials listed in paragraph 61 will be appreciated 
by the trade, and the gradual development of 
statistics on imports of capsules, pills and tablets 
will be watched with interest by manufacturers of 
medicinals. 





The domestic field work being undertaken by experts 
of the Chemical Division, Tariff Commission, in con- 
nection with the tariff application on silico fluoride was 
completed last week. THe survey being made by the 
Commission’s experts in connection with blackstrap 
molasses is also nearing completion. This investigation 
was undertaken on the Commission’s initiative, although 
several applications have been received requesting the 
increase in tariff on this commodity.

Amount in United States Customs Warehouses in July 
1,378,837. Pounds Compared with 952,202 Pounds in 
January—In July the T°tal Jumped 200,000 Pounds

Now ‘Added to the Report—Lactic Acid, Chemicals

Washington,’ D. C., Sept. 16—The quantity of coal-tar 
intermediates in bonded customs warehouses is con- 
stantly increasing, the amount in bond on July 31 being 
1,378,837 pounds compared with 952,202 pounds in bond 
on Jan. 31. The growth each month was gradual until 
July when the quantity jumped 200,000 pounds. Dyes 
and colors in bond on July 31 amounted to 775,916 com- 
pared with 571,371 pounds on Jan. 31. The largest 
quantity in bond this year was 825,528 pounds on June 
30. These amounts of dyes, colors and intermediates 
in bond are in addition to the imports of 330,674 pounds 
of dyes in August. The imports in August, 1924, were 
80,396 pounds. 

Imports of synthetic aromatic chemicals in August 
totaled 5,191 pounds, valued at $17,820, compared with 
the following amounts imported from January to Au- 
gust: January, 6,645 pounds, value $26,831; February, 
5,088 pounds, value $18,875; March, 11,018 pounds, value

The 
dyes are grouped by Schultz numbers and, in the case 
of those which could not be identified the classification 
according to the ordinary method of application was 
adopted. As the pastes and powders of the vat dye 
vary widely in strength and quantity, each vat dye has 
been reduced, in nearly every case, to a single strength 
basis.

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Georgia Calcium Arsenate Fund Held Up 





Attorney General Napier Rules Against Use of Revolv- 
ing Fund By Board of Entomology—No Further 
Distribution of Boll Weevil Poison Possible, Owing 
to Legal Tangle—Charges Made in State Legislature 
That Prices Fixed By Board Were Higher Than 
The Market Quotations—Politics Said to Be In- 
volved 

(Special to Druc & CHemicaL MarKETS) 

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 16—The Georgia Board of Ento- 
mology can no longer use a part of its appropriation 
from thle state as a revolving fund with which to pur- 
chase calcium arsenate for distribution to farmers of 
the state, according to a ruling by Attorney General 
George M. Napier. The attorney general says: 

“While it would have been more regular for the re- 
cent legislature to have repealed the resolution creating 
a $10,000 revolving fund for the purchase of calcium 
arsenate specifically, yet, with the clearly expressed 
legislative will contained in the proviso of the act of 
1925, it would seem to be not advisable for the Board 
of Entomology to use any part of the maintenance 
fund for the years 1926 and 1927 for the purchase of 
calcium arsenate.” 

The ruling by the attorney general, following a re- 
quest by J. J. Brown, State Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, puts an end to the use of a revolving fund for 
the purchase of calcium’ arsenate in Georgia, and leaves 
the purchase of this needed poison up to the farmers 
as individuals or acting collectively through their coun- 
ty purchasing associations. is 

Whether any saving will be effected by the elimina- 
tion of the state purchasing of calcium arsenate is a 
debatable question. The revolving fund was established 
at a time whien the use of calcium arsenate against 
the boll weevil was relatively a new proposition. 

Events of succeeding years made the use of a revolv- 
ing fund more and more doubtful in the eyes of the 
state legislature. It was charged on the floor of the 
House of Representatives that, instead of effecting a 
saving to the farmers of the state, the Board of Ento- 
mology had sold the arsenate at prices higher than the 
farmers could have purchased it from outside sources. 
As a result of the charges, a resolution was passed 
striking the revolving fund from the appropriation. How 
much of the trouble came from a fight against the 
political machine built up in Georgia by the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, how much from an increase 
in the supply and consequent natural drop in the price 
of arsenate, and how much from poor judgment in 
buying by the Department of Entomology are questions 
not yet settled.

Activity in heavy chemicals continued to gain through- 
out the week and further strengthening of prices is 
reported in quite a number of products. Low-priced 
sellers of formic acid are no longer in possession of 
supplies and the market has advanced. Ammonium 
chloride is very firm as regards the white product, but 
heavy arrivals of the gray have weakened prices on that 
material. Barium products continue weak as foreign 
producers continue to fight for a tonnage basis. Im- 
ported oxalic acid is very firm at slightly higher prices 
and present replacement costs permit of no decline.

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CHEMICAL GERMANY WORKS IN NEW FIELD 


J. F. Wischhusen, president of the Superfos Co., New 
York, who recently returned from a two months business 
trip through Europe, made the following comment to a 
representative of “Drug & Chemical Markets” upon con- 
ditions abroad: “In the Scandinavian countries, the 
economic and financial situation is satisfactory when 
compared with recent years. A steady progress towards 
further improvements may be expected. Germany and 
England are in the midst of an industrial struggle, and 
other European countries who are on a_ gold basis. 
There is too much industry all over and wherever this 
industry turns for markets, it finds thie outlook blocked 
by more industries, high tariffs and other obstacles. 
Consequently, the formation of syndicates and other com- 
binations is a matter of necessity to bring about economy 
in production and selling tkrough consolidation, and 
also to curtail production to the demand from such 
markets as belong logically to them. Germany in addi- 
tion suffers from a lack of capital. 

As far as the chemical industry is concerned, I found 


them alive in Germany to the necessity of working in - 


entirely new channels to regain the field lost to them 
through the war. If successful, this should give them 
an entirely new basis for profitable expansion to the 
benefit of themselves and consuming industries alike. 
The potash industry has never lost ground and con- 
sequently is highly prosperous with production behind 
the demand. In general, there is a visible progress to- 
wards better times when this year is compared with 
last year and next year should be a better year than 
this year. This, in spite of the fact that there are many 
serious problems still to be faced.”

Light oil distillates maintained very steady positions 
over the week and prices showed no change in any direc- 
tion.

Vegetable oils were in very strong positions during 
the week and several rather sharp advances were re- 
corded as dealers generally were stocking up for Fall 
buyers. Consumers have not caused much disturbance 
in the market as yet, but active buying is thought to be 
not far off, and this has brought about the firm condi- 
tion. The strength of the tallow market with higher 
prices predicted is lending considerable buoyancy to the 
situation.

MEXICO REDUCES OLIVE OIL DUTY 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MaRKETS) 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16—By a Presidential De- 
cree of Aug. 29, published in the Diario Oficial Aug. 
31, and effective thirty days later, the Mexican import 
duties on olive oil have been changed according to a 
cablegram received from Commercial Attache Dye at 
Mexico City by the Department of Commerce. 

The former duty on olive oil in tank cars was 0.20 
pesos per kilo and this has been reduced to 0.05 pesos 
per kilo. The present rate of duty on olive oil, whose 
weight including immediate container is up to 50 kilos, 

e711 this has been reduced to 0.20 pesos 
per kilo. On olive oil whose weight is greater than 50 
kilos the present rate is one peso per kilo and this has 
been reduced to 0.5 pesos per kilo. 





Blatz Co., paint and varnish manufacturers, Louis- 
ville, have purchased a plot, 60 by 290 feet, adjoining 
their plant on which they will erect an addition to cost 
$75,000 which will treble the output of varnishes and 
increase the production of industrial paints. The addi- 
tion will contain six varnish fires and will house more 
than 30,000 gallons of oils and naphtha. 


The French Minister of Commerce has received a pro- 
test against exports of turpentine which now equal 50 
per cent of the production. Consumers have petitioned 
the minister to employ drastic measures to curtail ex- 
ports as the cost of turpentine in France has increased 
twelve-fold.

Large Plantings in Japan Have Followed Continued 
High Prices—Sales by Large American Consumer at 
Low Prices Have Weakened Spot and Future Posi- 
tions—Spot Prices Cheaper Than Replacement—If 
Production is 10,000 Cases This Year This Total is 
4,000 More Than in 1924—Sharp Drop in Shipment 
Figures Expected When All 1925 Crop is Harvested 


The present menthol market is so pregnant with 
possibilities that it affords an interesting spectacle for 
the person who is on the outside looking in and a very 
ticklish situation for all those who are actively engaged 
in trading in the item. The stage is so set that almost 
anything may happen to it and whatever happens, some- 
body is going to pay the fiddler. Menthol has been 
ruling at high prices for the past two or three years, 
reaching the apex late in 1923. As a result, every farmer 
in Japan who ‘had a square foot to spare, planted mint 
during the 1924 planting season. As so often happens 
when that is done, this year’s crop promises to be too 
large unless something happens to destroy a part of it. 


As has been previously stated, one of the principal 
consumers in this market bought up a large supply 
during those months immediately following the harvest- 
ing of last year’s crop when prices were at their lowest 
for the year. He either overestimated his requirements 
or purposely bought more than he needed, so that at 
present, he is selling goods at a price which importers 
state is below replacement costs, and they are unwill- 
ing to go all the way to meet his figure. This selling 
below the market has so unsettled the importers that 
they hesitate to cover ahead for stocks for spot selling. 
If the consumer in question should suddenly withdraw 
all offers of menthol for sale, and anything like a large 
demand developed, it would find an acute slfortage of spot 
supplies. In that case, exceedingly high prices would 
be apt to prevail until new stocks could reach the spot 
market, which would take a little time. It is very doubt- 
ful, however, if the consumer will withdraw suddenly, 
unless this stocks become too seriously depleted, because 
to do so, would be to defeat what seems to be his 
evident purpose of weakening the market for future po- 
sitions and influencing shippers in Japan. There has 
been some weakening of future positions already, due 
partly to these activities and partly perhaps to the pros- 
pects of large crops. 


The first harvesting of the Sambe crop is in, but the 
second and third Sambe cutting and the Hokkaida crop 
are still to be cut. However, present indications are 
that unless some catastrophe befalls, this year’s crop 
will be much larger than last year’s. Estimates have 
been placed in some quarters at 10,000 cases of menthol, 
or 4,000 cases in advance of last year’s output. If this 
crop materializes, lower prices for menthol in the winter 
and early spring are inevitable, and the consensus of 
opinion among those in a position to know, is that next 
year will see prices considerably below this year’s levels. 
The only point where divergence of opinion is expressed 
is as to the condition of the market between now and 


the final returns of the crop. And even tere, all are 
willing to admit that the trend is everybody’s guess. Un- 
doubtedly the Japanese spot market is slightly weaker 
than it was a month and a half ago, but positions over 
there are still very firm and just what will happen, 
depends upon so many entirely different factors, that 
no one can predict with any degree of certainty what 
the market is going to be from now until the end of the 
year. 





MUST GIVE BOND TO TRANSPORT LIQUOR 


One of the sections of Prohibition Regulations 60 
has been repealed dealing with’ the requirement of 
bonds from transportation permittees. Following is a 
statement on the subject sent to prohibition agents by 
Commissioner Blair: 

Section 301 (1) of Regulations 60 is hereby repealed. 

Section 1510 of Regulations 60 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: Permits for carriers. — Any carrier, 
such as railroad, express company, steamship line, ferry 
boat company, baggage or transfer company, or other 
carrier, in order flawfully to transport intoxicating . 
beverage liquors, must make application on Form 1404, 
in the manner provided by Article II to the Prohibition 
Administrator for the District in which the carrier is 
located and secure permit, Form 1405. At the time 
of filing application for such permit a bond of the 1530 
series must be filed by the carrier with the Prohibition 
Administrator in an amount ranging from $5,000 to 
$25,000, the penal sum of such bond to be fixed ac- 
cording to the importance of the railroad as a carrier. 
Persons not residing in the United States, but operating 
as carriers within the United States, must make applica- 
tion to the ProHfibition Commissioner at Washington, Di 
C., for permit to transport. Such applications must be 
accompanied by proper bond. 

Section 1520. — Transportation by truck—No permit 
to transport intoxicating liquors will be issued to any 
person unless such person files a bond as provided in 
Article III, in a penal sum of $5,000, and establishes 
to the satisfaction of the Administrator that he is a 
reputable carrier and is actively and regularly engaged 
in the legitimate business of transportation, and that 
he possesses adequate facilities to insure safe delivery 
at destination of any liquors which may be transported 
by him.

Whether the long expected better trading, promised 
for after Labor Day has actually materialized, it is a 
little early to determine.

Mining of quicksilver has been resumed in San Luis 
Obispo County, California. The Rincanada mine near 
Santa Marguerita is again-on a production basis and 
another smaller mine is also operating and preparations 
are being made to work other cinnabar properties in 
the vicinity. 


Saccharine is being smuggled into Madras, India, in 
alarming proportions because of the customs tariff of 
20 rupees on the item which is sold in the local bazaars for 
10 rupees. About 700 pounds were seized recently, valued 
at 17,500 rupees with a customs valuation of 14,000 rupees. 


The output of quicksilver in the United States in 1924 
was 10,061 flasks of 75 pounds each, against 7,987 flasks 
in 1923 and 6,375 flasks in 1922.

The market in crude drugs has resumed to a slight 
degree its Fall activity following a fairly quiet Summer.

Peppers show a number of sharp 
advances with white up to 32!4c@33c tb, Aleppy up to 
23c@24c th, Lampong to 22c@22%c tbh, Tellecherry to 
24c@25c tb, and Muntock to 33c@33%c tb, while Japan- 
ese red chillies are down to 21c@21%c th.

GUM DAMAR SHIPMENTS SMALLER 


In the Java gum damar market Holders do not show 
much inclination to sell ahead. There is a fair demand 
for moderate lots, and the market remains steady with 
offerings of Sumatra damar (assortment 1-5) at about 
florins 70.00 for July-August shipment, whereas Pon- 
tianak damar was sold at florins 68.50 per picul for the 
same position, writes the Batavia correspondent of “Dry 
Chemical Markets.” Shipments of damar from Java 
(Batavia) during the first semester of 1925 totalled 912 
tons, against 1,063 tons and 1,353 tons respectively for 
the same period of the two previous years. Thle bulk, 
viz., 618 tons, was shipped to the United States this 
year, against 675 tons in 1924. 





CLOVES IN SMALLER SUPPLY IN LONDON 


Cloves are about steady, ‘with! Zanzibar offering on 
the spot at from 11d to 11%d per tb in London, says 
the “Chemist and Druggist.” To arrive, the sales in- 
clude August-October at 10%4d, and October-December 
shipment at 1054d c. i. f. Quality shows considerable 
variation, which makes buying on description very dif- 
ficult. Some parcels of Madagascar recently to hand 
have received an allowance of as much as 2%4d per fb, 
while others are even above fair average. The statistics 
for the week ending Aug. 15 show no bales landed and 
427 delivered, leaving a stock of 10,515, again 24,276 in 
1924. So far this year the landings have been 9,467, 
against 37,814 last year, and the deliveries 14,137, against 
33,246 in 1924. 





The collection of the new Belgian crop of chamomiles 
continues to be much hindered by wet weather, says 
a London dealer’s report, and, so far, only a_ small 
quantity has been picked; should the weather not con- 
siderably improve, little more will be obtainable, as the 
plants are beaten down and the flowers are small and 
spoiling. Altogether about 100 to 150 tons is expected, 
but much depends on the weather. Average quality for 
delivery early in September is offered at 140s per cwt. 
without engagement; old crop is also dearer, offering 
at 110s to 120s per cwt., according to color.

~ TAPIOCA PRICES REMAIN UNCHANGED 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Batavia, Java, Aug. 10—The business in tapioca in 
June consisted mainly of shipments against standing 
contracts, prices holding quotably unchanged. Exports 
during thle six months ended June 30 were, in tons, 
(1924 figures for the corresponding period in parentheses) 
as follows: Tapioca flour, 36,937 (21,108); tapioca flake, 
2,525 (3,089); tapioca pearl, 5,174 (5,922); dried tapioca 
roots, 19,755 (1,231); factory waste, 693 (163). Direct 
shipments of these products to the United States were 
during the same period: Tapioca flour, 19,002 (7,622); 
tapioca flake, 259 (292); tapioca pearl, 1,202 (1,662). 





Members of Lloyd’s Underwriters’ Association and In- 
stitute of London Underwriters have agreed to refuse 
to insure illegal shipments of narcotics. Opium is 
known to be shipped from ports on the Persian Gulf, 
ostensibly for such ports in the Far East as Dalny, 
Vladivostok and Kobe, but actually to be discharged be- 
fore the ship reaches these destinations. 


Indian safflower oil, expressed from the seeds, has been 
found a successful substitute for linseed oil in paints and 
varnishes either alone or mixed with the linseed. It has 
also been found to be practicable in the manufacture of 
soap. Exports from Malaya, last year amounted to 86 
tons valued at $77,050, against 58 tons, valued at $27,046, 
the previous year. 


Exports of chemical products from Japan during 1924 
were as follows: Soya bean oil, 19,485 piculs; camphor 
oil, 29,487; peppermint oil, 2,965; ginseng, 1,109; iodine, 
8,512 kin; potassium iodide, 5,453 kin; and insect powder, 
4,179 piculs. Exports of camphor fell from 42,838 piculs 
in 1923 to 31,634 in 1924 and menthol rose from 1,717 ta 
2,699.

Outside of the strong position of the Messina essences, 
peppermint oil holds practically all the attention in the 
essential oil market. Slightly lower prices are heard from 
the country, but this apparently has made little dif- 
ference on spot. The uncertainty of the whole pepper- 
mint situation makes consumers very cautious. Some 
buyers have stated that they will not pay present prices 
or anything like these figures, and have consistently 
boycotted the item. Some offers at lower prices are 
reported coming out from small producers in the country. 
Higher prices for U. S. P. anise oil are heard. Lemon- 
grass prices are stronger on spot. Bergamot has moved 
up again. Sweet almond oil is in a strong position. 
Pimento oil is very scarce. Java citronella oil is weak 
and slightly lower on lack of demand. 

Essential Oils 

Oil Almond—True sweet almond oil is firm and tends 
to move higher. For good grade, nothing under 80c 
th is now available, while some brands are quoted up to 
95c and $1.00 tb. Peach kernel oil continues scarce and 
high ‘at 55c th. Bitter almond, U. S. P., $3.00 fb up as 
to quality. 

Oil Anise—On spot, U. S. P. anise in cans has been 
moved to 72%c tb inside. This compares with 70c best 
last week. Most sellers are naming 75c and range to 
77'%4ec for cans. Technical oil is held at 70c fb. 

Oil Bergamot—Another advance in bergamot this 
week has brought the spot price to $5.50 fb inside for 
standard goods. As usual, outside oil is offered at $5.25 
or less, but the quality is doubtful. Shipment prices 
approximate $6.00 laid down at New York. Demand is 
routine and somewhat reduced, perhaps by the higher 
prices. An undercurrent of sentiment in the trade ap- 
pears to indicate that this oil has risen too fast, and 
is more or less dangerous at present prices in the 
current market. 
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Oil Cassia—Position firm and prices tleld strongly at 
$2.75 tb inside for spot U. S. P. oil, ranging up to $3.00 
as to seller and quantity. 


Oil Citronella—Dullness and lack of demand continue 
to characterize the Ceylon citronella position. Spot 
drums are held at 48c up to 55c fb as to seller and 
quality. Spot stocks are said to be quite heavy, although 
the price has held at current levels for several weeks 
without change. Weakness in Java citronella has drop- 
ped the price further and offers are heard at 85c tb 
for spot drums with few buyers. 


Oil Cloves—Strong and well held at $1.90 fb for cans 
from distillers. Range to $2.00 tb for smaller lots and 
bottles as to seller. 


Oil Geranium—Spot Bourbon. geranium is command- 
ing $4.00 tb inside with best grades named fifty cents 
or more higher. For shipment, oil is offered at $3.75 th 
in drums. 


Oil Lemon—The upward trend in shipment figures 
has not altered the spot price during the past week. 
Holders still name $1.85 all the way to $2.10 fb as to 
brand, seller, and quantity. Thi trade generally believes 
that consumption of lemon thas been heavy this past 
summer and stocks in United States are comparatively 
small. Actual consuming demand has been fairly active 
with further stimulation by the recent hot weather in 
the East. 


Oil Lemongrass—Stocks are small and replacements 
can be made only at marked premiums over formerly 
quoted figures. On spot, prices have moved up and 
$1.10 tb is now named as inside with the range going 


to $1.25. 


Oil Limes—Generally held at $4.75 up to $5.25 tb for 
good quality expressed lime oil. Supplies somewhat 
larger. 


Oil Orange—Higher cables have brought cost to im- 
port well over the spot market. However, no change 
has been reported this week’ from the $2.75@$3.00 tb 
has been reported this week from the $2.75@$3.00 spot 
price range. The fact that shipment is higher than spot 
on orange and lemon has come to mean little because 
this condition exists more often than otherwise. 


Oil Peppermint—A (‘large quantity of peppermint oil 
was reported shipped to New York last week to be held 
for spot business by the country factor. The quantity 
is said to approximate 8,000 Ibs. On spot, little is doing 
owing to the caution of buyers who are afraid of the 
uncertain market. Some consumers are refusing stead- 
fastly to buy at present prices, and state they will not 
have anything to do with the market above twelve dol- 
lars. Reports that lots here and there have been let 
out by smaller dealers and farmers direct at considerably 
under the supposed current country price of $14.00, are 
heard here. Several country dealers are said to be get- 
ting “cold feet” about the future. Last week, a figure 
of $15.00 was said to be the country price. This week. 
it is $14.00. This very likely is not a reduction, as in 
all probability, $15.00 was never done. Without ques- 
tion, considerable damage was done to the crop this 
vear, but the endless supply of cheap talk and non- 
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sensical predictions from the Mid-West have so com- 
plicated the situation, that everybody is at sea. If the 
present market ever gets away to a downward start, 
the slump will probably be severe. To-day, on spot, 
cases, natural oil is $15.00 fb unchanged; redistilled 
$16.00. Demand is small. Without question, present 
consumption thas been cut to the minimum. Spot drums 
are held at $14.50 for natural. 


Oil Pimento—Little or nothing is to be had from reg- 
ular dealers. The price has jumped again and is now 
inside at $4.50 up to $5.00 fb. 


Oil Spearmint—Strong and closely held. Demand is 
very limited. Small lots are changing Lands at $9.00 
tb up as to seller. Little on spot. 


Oil Wormseed—Quiet. Demand is small, but country 
holds price up strongly, evidently of the opinion that 
sooner or later, dealers will have to come into the 
market for new stocks. Spot $5.00 fb. 


Aromatic Chemicals 


Benzaldehyde—Imported material offered spot at $1.15 
up to $1.25 for U. S. P. American makers although 
meeting competition from foreign goods, openly name 
$1.30 tb for U. S P. in carboys without change. 


Coumarin—Firm, but quiet. Demand steady. Price 
unchanged from $3.10 tb to $3.24 as to quantity from 
makers or resellers. 


Menthol—Subject to keen competition. Predict large 
increase in production this year. Predict crop of 10,000 
cases. Large consumer still selling under market. Spot 
cases named $11.00 but $10.75 reported done during week. 
Shipment slightly lower, but still above spot equi- 
valent. 

Terpineol—Competition tends to depress prices. Spot 
drums of C. P. named 33c to 37c fb as to seller. Ab- 
solute 50c@60c fb. 





The Federal Trade Commission has issued a formal 
complaint against Armand Co., Des Moines, manufac- 
turers of cosmetics and toilet articles, and a large num- 
ber of otHer respondents, charging the fixing of retail 
prices and refusal to sell to retailers who cut fixed 
prices. Armand Co., in its reply, denies that it has 
an unlawful monopoly on any products, or that its 
products are necessary articles of merchandise. 


Fries & Fries Co., Cincinnati, manufacturers of 
aromatic chemicals, have begun the production of private 
formula cosmetics, toilet waters, bath salts, shampoos, 
and similar products. The company is offering the new 
line to jobbers, chain and department stores for sale 
under special label. The goods are also available in 
bulk for repacking. 


Abraham Salikoff, perfume and cosmetic manufacturer, 
Philadelphia, has filed a suit against the new prohibition 
enforcement unit for an order cutting off 4,000 gallon 
monthly alcohol withdrawal. He says his business will 
be ruined. The order was issued on the ground that 
the alcohol was being diverted to illegitimate uses. 


John W. Greene, New York, has received advices from 
Java that the drought continues there and the citronella 
oil yield will probably be lower than was originally 
estimated, with corresponding higher prices. 


Exports of eucalyptus from Australia during the fiscal 
year 1923-24 amounted to 79,557 gallons, valued at £65,- 
858, against 53,129 gallons, valued at £34,600, the pre- 
vious year. 
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CHILE INCREASES TOILET SALES TAXES 
(Special Correspondence to Drug & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Washington, D. (C., Sept. 16—The 40 per cent surtax 
on sales taxes in Chile for imported toilet and pharma- 
ceutical preparations established by law March 19, 1925, 
has been abolished by a revised sales tax measure, 
establishing new rates which became effective Aug. 1, 
Commercial Attache R. H. Ackerman, Santiago, ad- 
vises the Department of Commerce, Washington. These 
taxes vary in rate according to the sales prices of the 
merchandise as in the original law, but have been in- 
creased in most cases. The sales tax on domestic toilet 
and pharmaceutical preparations ‘thas also been increased 

Merchandise subject to these sales taxes includes all 
kinds of essences, lotions, extracts, hair dyes, powders, 
pomades and similar goods for toilet use and all spe- 
cifics, powders, and liniments for medical or veterinary 
use. 

The full text of thle revised regulations is on file 
in the Divison of Foreign Tariffs. Information regard- 
ing the new rates on specific articles will be furnished 
upon request. 





VANILLA CROP OF GOOD QUALITY 
(Sperial Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Vera Cruz, Sept. 5—The vanilla crop for this season 
will be of very good quality as the beans will be left 
to ripen on the vines. Two unions have been formed 
among the vanilla laborers. They are asking about 
100% increase in wages, 8 hours a day, and a day off 
in case of death of one of their members. Boys who 
stem the beans and earn $1.50 Mexican currency (75 
cents) a ‘day, now receive from $3 to $6 Mexican cur- 
rency per day. 

Large buyers are not making contracts for beans . 
or buying for future delivery. It is thought that green 
beans will be cheaper this year to compensate for the 
higher labor cost in preparing them. It is estimated 
that the crop will be at least 20% larger than last 
season. 





SUES FOR TRADE-MARK “ORIENTAL” 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETs) 

Montreal, Quebec, Sept. 16—P. A. Dubord has peti- 
tioned the Superior Court of Montreal for a writ of 
injunction against l’Oriental, Ltd., prohibiting use of 
the trade mark “Oriental,” to designate essential oils. 
Dubord claims that a company known as !’Oriental, Ltd., 
owning the registered trade mark “Oriental” went into 
liquidation some time ago, and that he bought the 
assets of the company, including the trade-mark, pay- 
ing $4,300. He then registered a company as Com- 
pagnie Oriental. 

Since then another company has been formed, bear- 
ing the name I|‘Oriental, Ltd., and, according to Dubord’s 
allegations, is selling goods under the trade-mark 
“Oriental.” Dubord asks $2,400 damages for loss of 
business.
